Years, The reighbouring Country is all cover'd 
with Athes, even the very Streets and Tops of the 
Hovlts of this City ; and this Morning th: Air was 
fodsrkea’d by it, that for 2 Hours together it feem’'d 
to be Midnight : Afcer which the Eruption ceas’d 
allatonce, but not the “onfternation, which is very 
greatamong the Inhabirani: of this Cicy, who dread 
further Confiquences.

Applaufe. We have Advice from Naples that all 
things go well in thac Kingdom for the Houfe of 
Auftria, and therefore Orders are fent from bence 
to Count Martinitz to put the Troops into a good 
Condition, to augment them, and to fend affoon as 
poflible a good Sum of Money to King Charles in 
Catalonia, and alfo a great Detachment of the 
Troops in Naples, affoon as the few Places that 
have not vet turrendred, are taken. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Aug. 26. 
From the Confederate Camp at Kretzingen, Aug. 16. 
On the 12th Inftant the Margrave of Bareith made 
a general Review of the Army in the Camp at 
Oberhaufen, and gave Orders for them to march 
the next Day.

fal the 14th in the Morning, and to poft our Army 
in this Camp abour Noon, to prevent the French, 
and to wait for them here, if they inzended to offer 
us Battle. In the Afternoon we heard, that M. Vil- 
Jars, after he had caus’d all his Detachments that 
were in the Lines of Lauterbourg, to joyn his Army, 
was decamp’d from Graben and march’d to Mol- 
berg, and had extended his Troops very near to the 
little Town of Dourlacb. Yefterday we ftood all 
Day long in Battallia, thinking the Enemy would 
have fallen upon us, and all to Day we have been 
cannonading one another. The Outguards come 
very often to Blows, and there are now and then 
fharp Skirmifhes between the Parties of the 2 Armies. 
This Night our Spies and feveral Deferrers brought 
Advice that M. Villars, who has much more Artillery 
in his Camp then we, was laying Bridges over all 
the Rivulets and Ditches, and gave our he would 
come and attack us, fo that, if the Enemy dare to 
make good their Threats,we thall foon come to a Bar- 
tle,which our Officers and Soldiers earneftly long for.
